TO  THE  MEMBERS  OF  THE  BOSTON  WATERCOLOR  SOCIETY 


At  the  annual  meeting  on  April  1,  1979  the  members  present 
voted  unaminously  to  acouire  and  use  the  name  New  England  Uatercolor 
Society  in  addition  to  our  usual  designation  of  Boston  Watercolor  Society* 
There  are  several  important  reasons  for  this: 

We  are  in  fact  a regional  society  and  ought  to  receive  credit 
for  and  acknowledgement  of  this  in  our  name.  The  Boston  Watercolor  Society 
is  well  known  to  Watercolor  painters.  But  we  should  face  the  fact  that  to 
the  public  at  large,  and  to  museums  in  particular,  our  present  limiting 
title  is  misleading.  It  suggests  that  we  are  just  one  of  innumerable  local 
art  associations.  Using  the  regional  title  of  New  England  Watercolor  Society 
should  help  correctly  focus  our  public  image  and  facilitate  more  widespread 
museum  acceptance.  It  might  even  make  us  elligible  for  government  funding 
for  certain  activities. 

While  it  is  difficult  to  enlarge  our  identity,  growth  requires  this. 
Suppose,  for  example,  that  the  American  Watercolor  Society  had  insisted  on 
retaining  its  original  name.  It  would  still  be  named  the  "New  York  Watercolor 
Club". 


The  name  Boston  Watercolor  Society  is  not  being  dropped.  The  change- 
over will  be  gradual.  On  the  second  line  of  our  name  after  "New  England 
Watercolor  Society"  the  statement  "Formerly  Boston  Watercolor  Society"  will 
remain  as  long  as  the  membership  wishes. 

Finally  we  should  consider  this.  If  we  don 1 1 take  the  name  "New 
England  Watercolor  Society",  some  enterprising  but  less  professional  group 
than  ours  no  doubt  will. 

In  view  of  the  unaminous  approval  of  the  members  attending  the 
annual  meeting,  we  hope  you  will  join  us  in  affirmative  voice! 

I agree  to  a gradual  changeover  from  the  name  Boston  Watercolor  Society 
to  the  name  New  England  Watercolor  Society  with  BOTH  names  being  used  for  the 
time  being.
